Tliestoty of the crime lias been told 


and retold iu every portion of the civi- 
lized world and it lives to-day as one of 
the celfcbraled lomances of criminal his- 
tory. 


Charley was 1 years old. He was a 


beautiful child, idoliz"d by Ins parents 
and relatives. lie was playing with his 
elder brother, Walter, on ICiat Washing- 
ton lane, near his home in Genn.uilovvn i 
when two men drove up in a light, wagon. 
The same men had passed along on three 
or fcuir clays preceding and given Ch.irley 
candy. On the day of the abduction tbe 
little fellow had asked them for a ride, 
and he and his brother eagerly followed 
them to the top of a hill to gain a fulfill- 
ment of a promise of a desired ride and 
more candy, and some fireworks.

obeyed, and returned lo find the-wagon, 
the men and his ciirly-hearlBij brother 
gone. 
His tears brought a ciowd and in 


this crowd was II. C. Peacock, a friend 
of the family, who took tbe boy to his 
parents. 
The recovered child told an ac- 


curate and coherent story oi Ihe abduc- 
tion, and gave a full description of the 
abdnclors. Thestoiy was corroborated, 
report was made to Sergeant Buchanan, 
of the Central Station, and a general 
alarm was sent out to Uie police. A re- 
ward of $300 was offered for the return 
of the boy. and advertisements were sent 
to all newspapers in this part of the 
country. Mrs. Ross was ill at Atlantic 
City, and the news of her loss was kept 
from her for some days. 


On July 4 the first clue to the mystery 


surrounding the child's disappearance 
came in the form of a badly written, 
misspelled letter to Mr, Ross, stating 
that the little fellow would not be re- 
tut ned without the payment of a large 
ransom and that he would be, killed if

to the arrest of the kidnappeis. Two 
days later another letter was received 
demanding $20 000 as the price of the 
boy's leturn. This money was promptly 
raised by relatives aqd friends of ihe 
stricken family, but the police stepped in 
and prevailed upon Mr. Ross to allow 
them to take charge of tbe case, promis- 
ing to liad the boy and bring his abdiia- 
tors to justice. Mayor Stokley offered a 
reward of $20.000 for the recovery of the 
child and the arrest of the men who had 
stolen him, and the large amount of the 
rewaid attracted world-wide alfenlion 
and set Ihousands of detectives, profes- 
sional and amateur, to woiking on all 
eons of supposed, and some of them ab- 
surd, clues 


On August 2 Captain Iledden, of the 


JTew 1'ork police, received information 
which apparently implicated William 
Mosher and Joseph Douglass, two well- 
known burglars, who had frequently 
made their headquarters in Philadelphia, 
in thecrime. Tbe informal ion came from 
"Gill" Mosher, William's brother, who 
stated that bis brother had once ap- 
proached him with a scheme for abduct- 
ing one of the Vanderbilt children, but 
he had refused to have anything to do 
with it. Then followed a long and ex- 
haustive search for Mosher and Doug- 
lass, which lasted four and a half mouths, 
during which time Mr. "Ross received 
sixteen letters purporting to come from 
the abductors, but all so carefully wovd- 
ed that no clue could be found to the 
writers. 


MeaiiBhiJe the citizens of Philadelphia 


and many people in other patts of the 
country bad been worked up to a fever 
heat of excitement. 
Volunteers stood 


guard over almost every letter box in tbe 
city, but with no result 
Men of busi- 


uess abandoned their pursuits and be- 
came iimatoir detectives. Books were 
written on Ihe all-absorbing 
subject, 


some of which advanced the most wildly 
impossible theories and were manifestly 
the emanations of crauks. 
Lectureis 


were developed, whoae theme was the 
"Charley Ross Kidnapping," and it is 
even said that a number of men who 
took up the search besamp insane be- 
cause of their inability to solve the great 
mystery. 


The late Detective John Sharkey and 


his partner, Charles F. Miller, who still 
survives, were convinced that the Mosh- 
er-Donglasa clue was the correct one, 
and confirmation of it came through 
William Westervelt, a brothar-in-law of 
Mosher, who, it was conclusively shown, 
had acted as a go-between in the attempt- 
ed negotiations between Mr. Ross and 
the kidnappers. Once during the nego- 
tiations Mr Ross actually took 920,000 lo 
pay over to the burglars, but tbe police 
were in the scheme, and the abductors 
evidently found it out, tor they failed to 
put in an appearance at the place- where 
they were to meet th«stolen boy's father. 


Westervelt was evidently willing to 


ot the buiglars ,LS those of Ihe men who 
had Uiken Chaileyand him in the wagon 
that falf-ful lit of July 
Former associ- 


ates of Mosher and Douglass were arrest- 
ed all over Ihe country, but they could 
or would not thnrvv any light on tm- 
mystery. Wesleivelt v as biirjuhl to 
this city, tried and couviof "d ..f ivuiplic- 
ily in Ihe conspiracy to abduct the boy. 
and was sentenc,-! to s-»ven yeais in the 
Eastern Penitentiary. In Ine presence 
of Detective Milli-r the uiv of the con- 
victed man begged him to tell what he 
knew of the crime, but he m.tint,i,ned a 
stolid silence 
He served hif hi iileiicc 


and is supposed tohaveieiiirni'd to-New 
York. 


Once, when his wife; Una urging him to
